'Redeemer 1 redevelopment 

Church near arena to be demolished, rebuilt with retail or housing

Religious leaders will bulldoze a 
crumbling-but-historic church a few 
steps from the Barclays Center to con- 
struct a new house of worship — and 
a shopping or living space above it, 
church officials say. 

Congregation leaders at the Church 
ofthe Redeemer — a 150-year-old brick 
building on Pacific Street and Fourth 
Avenue — say the aging edifice must 
be demolished because it’s structur- 
ally unsafe. 

“We want to take something con- 
demned and turn it into something 
beautiful,” said congregation spokes- 
man Shawn Duncan. 

The Episcopal church plans to part-

ner with a private developer to con- 
struct a building with a church on the 
ground floor and either residential 
commercial space above it. 

Duncan said no details about the size 


or aesthetics of the building have been 
confirmed — but city zoning permits a 
structure up to 120 feet tall, or roughly 
10 stories, at the site. 

Neighbors mourned the loss of the 
charming structure, which sits on a 
piece of real estate near the soon-to- 
open arena, saying several other old 
and beautiful houses of worship have 
been demolished in recent years in the 
so-called Borough of Churches. 

“It’s sad,” said Howard Kollins, a 
Boerum Hill resident.

Stars in their eyes 

Brooklyn designers building spacesuits

A theatrical costume designer 
and a former Russian space pro- 
gram employee are aiming for 
the stars by building low-cost 
spacesuits that they hope will 
best NASA’s current design. 

Ted Southern and Nikolay 
Moiseev have constructed two 
prototype spacesuits in their Gow- 
anus studio and they’re currently 
working on a third that’s ready to 
go into orbit — but before they can 
blast off, they need your help. 

In search of funding, the duo 
has cast aside the secrecy of the 
space-race-era by using a more 
contemporary approach to fund- 



raising: Kickstarter.com. 

“Not that many people are 
making spacesuits — and those 
who are, are very secretive about 
it,” said Southern, a Park Slope 


resident with a background as a 
costume engineer for Broadway 
productions like “The Little Mer- 
maid” and “Equus.” “They’re wor- 
ried about people stealing ideas. 
Kickstarter is open- sourced, but 
that’s a risk we’re taking — we 
wanted to be a part of the com- 
munity and not hide.” 

Southern, who won $100,000 
from NASA in 2009 for designing 
an astronaut glove, and Moiseev, 
who worked for the Russian Fed- 
eral Space Agency for about two 
decades and recently relocated 
from Moscow, are perfecting a 
form of outerspace garb called an 
intra-vehicular activity suit.

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Attack of 
the Clone 


Stefan Sabol is striking 
back, not striking out

Cyclones left fielder Stefan 
Sabol is on a tear — but he 
wouldn’t even know it if his fa- 
ther hadn’t tipped him off.

DUMBO loses street 


be pedestrian plaza under new plan

DUMBO merchants and 
city officials want to close 
the tiny street of Anchorage 
Place to cars and expand a 
pedestrian plaza — creating 
a walker’s paradise at the foot 
of the Manhattan Bridge. 

The short street would be 
closed to automotive traffic 
under a plan drafted by the 
DUMBO Business Improve- 
ment District and the Depart- 
ment of Transportation that 
would convert the roadway 
into an extension of the Pearl 
Street Triangle that connects 
to the pedestrian-only Man- 
hattan Bridge archway. 

Demapping the street 
would make strolling through 
DUMBO safer and give the 
neighborhood more space for 
outdoor events and program- 
ming, proponents say. 

“This will continue the re- 
markable transformation of 
this part of the neighborhood 
into a retail corridor,” said Al- 
exandria Sica, executive di- 
rector of the DUMBO Busi- 
ness Improvement District. 

Closing Anchorage Place, 
which runs between Plymouth 
and Pearl streets, would rid 
DUMBO of 24 parking spaces 
according to planners — but 
the city will change parking 
regulations on John and Pearl 
streets to allow parking at 20 
to 30 new spaces. 

The proposal has won 


the endorsement of Com- 
munity Board 2’s transpor- 
tation committee. It must go 
before the full board and face 
an environmental assessment 
before it becomes reality. 

If all goes according to 
plan, the hypotenuse of the 
Pearl Street Triangle will be 
closed off with planters or 
other movable bollards start- 
ing this summer — which is 
way too soon according to Do- 
reen Gallo, executive director 
of the DUMBO Neighborhood 
Alliance, who fears the plan 


will push traffic to the other 
side of the pedestrian plaza. 

“It’s going to impose a lot of 
vehicles over on Pearl Street, 
and it’ll dramatically change 
what’s happening there,” said 
Gallo. “The [city] is taking 
the street away from real uses 
— a lot of cars are depending 
on using that way.” 

Gallo says the project 
should be put on hold — at 
least until the city repaves An- 
chorage Place with classic- 
looking Belgian Block, a $20- 
million proposal expected to 


begin in 2014. Her group also 
says reserving the road for 
pedestrians only makes little 
sense because of Anchorage 
Place’s industrial feel. 

Project boosters say closing 
the road will have little impact 
on automotive traffic because 
most cars frequent Pearl Street 
already — andmany DUMBO 
denizens agree. 

“It isn’t really used as a 
roadway, I think it’d be more 
useful as a bike lane or a pe- 
destrianwalkway,” said David 
Chang, who works nearby. 


Curing the stink 

Plant pigment could help at Owl's Head

A green pigment found 
in flowers could kill the 
foul odors coming out of a 
Bay Ridge sewage treatment 
plant, claims a Community 
Board 10 member who is so 
confident that his air fresh- 
ener plan will work he’s will- 
ing to pay for it with his own 
Social Security check. 

Allen Bortnick, who 
has spent years trying to 
find ways to kill the smells 
coming from the Owl’s Head 
Wastewater Treatment Facil- 
ity near his home on Shore 
Road near 72nd Street, says 
that treating the tanks with 
chlorophyll will go a long 
way in sweetening the air. 

“Chlorophyll is a chemi- 
cal that eats rather than masks 
odors,” saidBortnick, 82, who 
claimed that Air-Wick used 
to sell a deodorizer made of 
plant juice that was more ef- 
fective than any product the 
home fragrance company had 
sold. Air Wick didn’t return 
calls about why the product 
is no longer on the market. 
“You could just put a tub of 
chlorophyll out, and put some 
rags in it.”

Bortnick says he’s ready 
to fund the experiment out of 
his own Social Security check 
— but the city isn’t giving his 
plan the green light, despite 
lavishing $50 million on the 
park last year in a failed bid 
to clean up the stink. 

Department of Environ- 
mental Conservation Com- 
missioner Vincent Sapienza 
dismissed Bortnick’s green 
plan. 

“We’re working on other 
solutions right now,” he said 
at the last CB10 meeting 


where Bortnick spoke of 
his idea. 

Instead, Sapienza said 
the city was exploring tra- 
ditional options like covering 
several of the tanks, moving 
more of the malodorous ma- 
terials indoors, and cleaning 
the plant’s digesters. 

But Bortnick does have 
an ally in a Kingsborough 
Community College profes- 
sor who says the activist’s 
idea is ecologically sound. 

“It wouldn’t be surprising if 
a plant could neutralize some 
of those odors,” said Dr. Pat- 
rick Lloyd, who teaches ana- 
lytic chemistry. “If you’re try- 
ing to do things from a green 
perspective, it is something 
you could look into.” 

Lloyd pointed out that road 
planners often line highways 
with chlorophyll-rich plants 
to soak up carbon monox- 
ide and other toxins, and 
suggested that the city put 
green algae directly in the 
sewage tanks, or create an 
algae -lined cylinder to pro- 
cess the waste. 

The professor said that 
Bortnick’s idea was sound, 
but claims the plan’s execu- 
tion — which would entail 
setting up enormous open 


tanks of liquid chlorophyll 
— wouldn’t work in a large 
area like Owls Head. 

“If you want to deodorize 
pet smells in your apartment, 
that’s one thing, but that’s 
another order of magnitude 
from deodorizing a Brooklyn 
neighborhood,” Lloyd said. 

The professor added that 
both plans wouldn’t be cheap 
to implement, and would 
certainly exceed Bortnick’s 
humble Social Security pay- 
ments. 

“We’re talking about a ma- 
jor feat of civil engineering,” 
he said. 

Chlorophyll, a molecule 
responsible for absorbing 
sunlight and using its energy 
to produce foliage through 
photosynthesis, is used by vi- 
tamin and natural foods com- 
panies as an internal and ex- 
ternal cleanser, but the last 
time researchers looked into 
the substance’s odor-busting 
muscle was in the 1950s — 
with unclear results. 

The nearly 60 -year- old 
Owl’s Head plant treats up 
to 120 million gallons of nox- 
ious sludge per day, and has 
long been a thorn in the side 
of its neighbors — even af- 
ter older outdoor tanks were 
moved indoors. 

In 2007, the city added 
covers on some of the tanks, 
and in 2008 it installed a 
“flare” to burn off excess 
gas — yet residents con- 
tinue to complain. 


Water meters soak boro

The city’s new water me- 
ter readers are drowning the 
borough in undeserved bills, 
say angry Brooklynites who 
are now paying as much as 
eight times more for water 
than they did before. 

The Bloomberg adminis- 
tration is installing the auto- 
mated devices, which read and 
transmit information about wa- 
ter usage, across the city in 
a $252-million program that 
was slated to save residents and 
businesses $90 milli on thanks 
to improved accuracy. 

But residents say the meter 
readers are causing their sav- 
ings to go down the drain. 


“I’ve been frustrated by it 
and I’m waiting for something 
to get done with it,” said Mid- 
wood resident Naomi Wolf, 
who claims she used to pay 
about $1 ,200 per year for wa- 
ter — before the city billed 
her $4,800 after installing an 
automated meter reader at her 
home on Ocean Parkway last 
September. “I use a normal 
amount of water like every- 
body else.” 

Complaints have flooded 
Public Advocate Bill de Bla- 
sio’s office from all five bor- 
oughs — but Brooklyn leads 
the way with 168 complaints 
about allegedly faulty read- 
ers, 42 percent of the city- 
wide total. Brooklynites ev- 


erywhere from Park Slope 
and Carroll Gardens to Ca- 
narsie and Mill Basin — the 
two neighborhoods with the 
most meter woes. 

New readers aren’t the only 
thing shooting up water costs. 
The price of water in the city 
has nearly doubled for hom- 
eowners in the last 10 years. 
In 2013, water rates will rise 
another seven percent. 

Critics say that instead of 
helping residents save cash, the 
new meter readers are just an- 
other money-maker for the city. 
The city is on pace to collect a 
record $3 billion in water bills, 
which would be an increase of 
30 percent from the $2.1 bil- 
lion collected in 2008, accord- 


ing to the Daily News. 

The Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection says the 
readers have helped save resi- 
dents money by cutting down 
on estimates, and maintains it 
has found no “discrepancy” in 
any of the meter readings that 
have sparked complaints. 

But public officials say 
that’s ludicrous. 

“The denials out of City 
Hall are getting less believ- 
able by the day,” said de Bla- 
sio. “We know bill disputes are 
up, we know [the Department 
of Environmental Protection] 
is out hiring new inspectors it 
shouldn’t need, we know hom- 
eowners are getting bills that 
defy explanation.”

inated fishing or boating 
equipment could have also 
triggered the bloom, which 
first made waves last year 
but returned this summer in 
greater volume. 

That worries park watch- 


dogs, who have long claimed 
the gunk scares away water- 
fowl, blinds turtles, and sick- 
ens mammals. 

“It’s a serious problem; it 
can kill aquatic wildlife in the 
watercourse,” said park advo- 
cate Ed Bahlman. 


A warm spring season 
likely triggered excessive 
amounts of the fern, which has 
spread rapidly in the pastthree 
months and is “relatively new” 
to Prospect Park altogether, ac- 
cording to taxonomists with 
the Brooklyn Botanic Garden 
and the New York Botanical 
Garden who tested the wa- 
ter after the stuff coated the 


lake last fall and determined 
it was “azolla bloom.” 

Dubbed water velvet and 
mosquito plant, the new strand 
aquatic life is the “Jekyll & 
Hyde” ofwaterweeds — serv- 
ing as a crop-boosting mira- 
cle plant as well as an oxygen- 
sucking ecosystem invader, 
according to some experts. 

The fern, which is con- 
sidered “the best adapted of 
all species for subsistence on 
mud,” can help balance nitro- 
gen levels in waterways. And 
when it’s combined with other 
strands of algae, it can make 
plants and crops more fertile, 
researchers say. 

A Prospect Park Alliance 
spokesman, Paul Nelson, sent 
The Brooklyn Paper a link to 
the agency’s website stating 
that the green and red gunk 
is not toxic and that scientists 
will continue to monitor it. 

“We expect and hope that, 
being a native species, [it] 
will not have harmful con- 
sequences for our ecosystem,” 
the website notes. “That be- 
ing said, we are watching 
closely.” 

Authorities in Great Brit- 
ain and China have worked 
to eradicate the same strand 
of water weed, saying it kills 
native wildlife and floods wa- 
terways.

“Asser Levy Park was a beauti- 
ful and classic location,” said mu- 
sic fan Steven Centonzo. 

“I miss the grass and picnicking 
with a blanket,” he said. 



Joan Jett and the Blackhearts 
will once again perform at the 
Seaside Summer Concert Se- 
ries this year. 


This year’s concert series is slated 
to begin on July 12 with a tribute 
to Donna Summer, the five-time 
Grammy winner who wowed summer 
concert series crowds in 2009. 

Gloria Gay nor, the Village Peo- 
ple, the Tramps, and Rose Royce 
will be among the 1970s perform- 
ers paying tribute to the disco diva 
who lost a battle to lung cancer this 
past May. 

A similar Martin Luther King 
Jr. Concert Series at Wingate Field 
in East Flatbush will honor the late 
Whitney Houston. 

Markowitz said audiences at the 
Seaside Summer Concert Series can 
look forward to weekly Thursday 
performances through Aug. 20 — 
with the exception of a Friday con- 
cert featuring Squeeze and the Ro- 
mantics. 

Seaside Summer Concert Series 
organizers will be offering 5,000 
seats — at $5 apiece — near a make- 
shift stage. There will also be room 


for 2,000 more concert-goers in an 
area in the back. 

Asser Fevy Park, in compar- 
ison, was twice as large and pro- 
vided spaces for music lovers to lay 
out on blankets.

Synagogue officials sued to stop 
the amphitheater after blowing the 
dust off an old city regulation that 
forbids amplified music within 500 
feet of a house of worship. 

Markowitz settled the lawsuit 
by agreeing to relocate to W. 21st 
Street.

Naming your establishment after a local 
landmark is one thing , but taking the more- 
than-undrinkable Gowanus Canal as the 
namesake for a beverage — and serving it 
up to patrons — is walking a line between 
the playfully ironic, and plainly daring. 

Here are three drinks named after the 
putrid sludgeway that we tried and sur- 
vived to write about. 


The Gowanus 

A dip in the Gowanus Canal is more risky than 
it is restorative, but splashing around in a refresh- 
ing cocktail of the same name is a 
safer proposition (pic- 
tured below). 

Made with 
grapefruit vodka, 
grapefruit juice, 
seltzer, lime, sim- 
ple syrup, and some 
fresh basil flotsam, 

Bar Tano’s creation is 
a slightly bitter sum- 
mer drink that reminded 
our intrepid reporter of 
a not- so -sweet mojito or 
a spiked lime-ade. 

Fishing out all of that ba- 
sil using a cocktail straw is a 
tall task — you might even start empathizing with 
the feds tasked with scrubbing the waterway while 
you’re trying to clean out your glass.

This sludge -inspired concoction actually 
looks like a refreshing glass of canal water, 
with something strange floating at 
the top and the rest becoming pro- 
gressively murky as you reach the 
bottom, but don’t worry — it’s a 
layer of red bitters, and not a toxic 
chemical, you see. It sits atop a 
color shifting liquid that goes from 
a bright orange to neon yellow to 
a slight green — that’s the blend 
of Cachaca, lime, orange juice, 
and Galliano. 

It’s served cold enough to form 
frost on the glass, and it starts off 
with strong, tasting of ginger, 
and ends bitter and dry, thanks 
to the sour flavor.

D rinking from the Gowanus Canal 
is a Brooklynite’s worst nightmare, 
but that hasn’t stopped the fetid wa- 
terway from inspiring a new Carroll 
Street watering hole and other trendy 
hangouts. 

The new bar Lavender Lake touts the 
Gowanus Canal in its name — follow- 
ing the lead of several other Canal-side 
businesses that have started re -brand- 
ing the egregious environmental haz- 
ard in a bid for cred, customers, and 
cool points. 

“We wanted to pay tribute to the 
neighborhood but also have an invit- 
ing name,” said co-owner Eric Chavez, 
who turned an old horse stable into 
the neighborhood’s newest bar. 
“Lavender Lake car- 
ries such a nega- 
tive connotation, 
but if you didn’t 
know any better, it 
sounds like a great 
place.” 

The Gowanus 
Canal’s nick- 
name became 
part of the 
Brooklyn lexi- 
con after a 1998 
documentary of 
the same name 
detailed the wa- 
terway’s polluted 
conditions. 

The viaduct’s 
reputation has 
only gotten worse 
following wide- 
spread media cov- 
erage of the fact 
it contains gon- 
orrhea, is flooded 
with hundreds of 
gallons of raw sew- 
age per year, and qual- 
ifies for a costly federal 
cleanup reserved for the nation’s big- 
gest environmental mishaps. 

That doesn’t sound appetizing — 
but entrepreneurs are still embracing 
the putrid creek. 

Bar owners and restaurateurs have 
dubbed their business ventures after the 
canal, from the Gowanus Yacht Club 
to the Canal Bar. 

The crew behind the buzz-worthy res- 
taurant Buttermilk Channel — named 
after the tidal strait beside the putrid 
waterway’s mouth — say their eatery’s 
name sounds clean for being so close 
to the canal. 

“I looked around for something in 
the area that would tie my restaurant 
to the history of the neighborhood,” 
said Buttermilk Channel owner Doug 
Crowell. 

“I still consider it a great stroke 
of luck that we happen to be located 
near such a delicious sounding body 
of water.” 

And it’s not just the signs outside — 
drinkers often find Gowanus-inspired 
concoctions on cocktail lists.

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An atomic family 

Author traces bomb's history to grandparents

H iroshima was one of the 
most devastating mili- 
tary attacks on civilians 
— but it was also the result 
of countless people just do- 
ing their jobs. 

In the bowels of a decom- 
missioned industrial pluto- 
nium reactor in Hanford, 
Wash., Greenpoint writer 
and artist Jonathan Fetter- 
Vorm was doing some field 
research for his book, “Trin-

£ tirst atomic bomb. 

And like tens of thousands 
of other workers in Hanford 
and other sites, they were kept 
in the dark about what they 
were creating, until news 
broke of the bombing of Hi- 
roshima. 

“He was just a welder work- 
ing on instrumentation,” Fet- 
ter-Vorm said. “When they 


said weld, he welded.” 

The plutonium developed 
in Hanford was used to fuel 
Trinity — the code name 
given to the test bomb deto- 
nated in the New Mexico des- 
ert in 1945. 

Fetter-Vorm is linked to 
Trinity through his grand- 
parents, but the graphic novel 
traces the sweeping narrative 
of the atomic age, from the labs 
of Europe in the late 19th cen- 
tury through the arms race, 
to today’s world where words 
like meltdown or fallout are 
as common as explosion or 
earthquake. 

But what sets “Trinity” 
apart from the many other 
books about the Manhattan 
Project is the haunting pen and 
inks work of Fetter-Vorm. 

“With graphic novels, you 
can jump back and forth from 
science diagrams to histori- 
cal figures like Oppenheimer 
and Truman to a diagram of 
an atom,” Fetter-Vorm said. 

‘ ‘You can’t do that in any book, 
movie or documentary.” 

“Trinity” is part science les- 
son, history manual, comic 
book and — journalistic in- 
vestigation. To write the book, 
he located and interviewed 
two scientists who worked 
on bomb.

In fact, Fetter-Vorm says 
he was careful not to use the 
book to espouse his personal 
or political views, thus allow- 
ing the reader to be overcome 
by a powerful feeling of dread 
instead of a didactic story. 

But toward the end of the 
book, the author’s grandpar- 
ents speak their minds. 

“My grandmother actu- 
ally packed up and left the 
day after they learned what 
they were working on, when 
they read about the (Hiro- 
shima) bomb in the newspa- 
per,” he said. “They were so 
horrified, they left. I’m proud 
of them for that.”

A Park Slope bar is serv- 
ing up an appetizer that 
combines the sweetness 
of dessert with the saltiness 
of Italian deli meat. 

Uncle Barry’s Bar on Fifth 
Avenue has forgednew culinary 
groundby wrappingthe chewy, 
crispy caramel-chocolate good- 
ness of a Twix bar with a zesty 
slice of prosciutto — wowing 
hungry barflies and sparking 
dietary dialogue, according to 
beer curator Matt Volner. 

“It’s a conversation piece,” 
he said. “The delicate tex- 
tures of the caramel and choc- 
olate and the prosciutto re- 
ally come out.” 

To construct the not- so - 
elaborate snack, bar co-owner 
Jake Trebach retrieves an in- 
dividually-wrapped chilled 
mini-Twix bar and strips away 
the plastic outer sheathing 
to reveal the delicate brown 
morsel within. He then takes 
a thin cut of salted and sea- 
soned pork flesh, purchased 
from Blue Apron Foods on 
the corner of Seventh Avenue

and Union Street, and care- 
fully winds it tight around 
the chocolate. Finally, he 
impales the creation with a 
toothpick, and balances it on 
a rocks glass. 

Volner recommends let- 
ting the concoction sit and 
warm up for a few moments 
before eating in order to rel- 
ish it’s full, rich flavor. 

Since Uncle Barry’s start- 
ing stocking the prosciutto- 
wrapped Twix bar in May, it 


has become popular among 
patrons — but Volner recom- 
mends enjoying the delicacy 
in moderation. 

“Eating it every day, I 
don’t recommend,” he said. 
“But come in and try it. It’s 
two things people love, to- 
gether.”

Play with nerds 

Video games take the stage in festival

here are players on the stage, but 
they’re not the ones to watch. 
Williamsburg’s Brick Theater 
kicked off their Game Play festival with 
a terrifically inventive collection of 
four short pieces called “Kwaidan,” ad- 
aptations of traditional Japanese ghost 
stories told through today’s most pop- 
ular video games — turning enter- 
tainment for the masses into delicate 
acts of story telling. 

The theater group behind the per- 
formances, EK Machinima, is named 
after the founder and artistic direc- 
tor, Eddie Kim — and “machinima” 
is a term for the technique they em- 
ploy to stage their dramas. Each piece 
is brought to life using several video 
games, including “World of Warcraft,” 
“Duck Hunt,” and “Halo: Reach” — 
projected large upon a white screen at 
the very front of the theater (or “up- 
stage”), and controlled on-the-fly, by 
gamers sitting with their backs turned 
to the audience and their faces wrapped 
in the glow of laptop monitors. 

An offstage story teller, played by 
Connor Sedlacek, tells each tale in 
an uninflected voice, occasionally 
interrupted by dialogue from the 
characters — a blind musician per- 
forms for demons, a nobleman falls 
in love with a strange girl, a desper- 
ate hunter kills the wrong bird, and a 
young man nearly dies in an encoun- 
ter with a witch. 

The video games, guns-and-swords- 
centric as they are, could easily over- 
power these delicate stories, but Kim’s 
directorial choices bring out the math- 
ematical beauty of these 3D render- 
ings, like the pixelated snowfall in 
“Minecraft,” as well as the black hu- 
mor of goofy cartoon violence, like 
in “Duck Hunt.” 

There’s also a strange irony in 
watching this group of boys — who, 
sitting on the floor in the center of 
the theatre, appear entirely in their 
element with their laptops and joy- 


sticks, not so much spellbound under 
the narcotic influence of electronic en- 
tertainment as exerting control. One 
thinks of a group of marionettes with 
their individual masters. 

Indeed, spectators can see the back- 
stage workings, “strings” and all, be- 
cause each laptop screen, visible even 
from the back of the house, shows the 
gamers hard at work, setting up cam- 
era angles and placing their avatars in 
position, even while the large screen 
goes black between scenes. 

Kim, a theatre teacher at the Pier- 
repont School in Westport, Conn., has 
been creating and presenting machin- 
ima theater since 2007. The group, 


which consists of his students, has per- 
formed in various venues, including 
the A.R.T. in Cambridge, Mass. 

The results are pleasantly surpris- 
ing — not only because the logistics of 
their performance are a feat in them- 
selves, but also the medium in which 
they convey such subtle stories is one 
so often associated with and underes- 
timated as idle child’s play.

go of their fears and grab onto 
the handlebars over the past 
five years. 

Part coach, part acciden- 
tal therapist, part professor 
of the street, Carmona uses 
a combination of old-fash- 
ioned pep talks, intuition and 
mind tricks to help his stu- 
dents overcome their fear of 
failure and embarrassment 
— concerns that only grow 
bigger with age. 

“Kids are easy but it’s 
really mental for adults — 
they have a lot of fear,” said 
Carmona. “So I work on the 
mind first.” 

The instructor said he 
often focuses on overcom- 
ing bike -related childhood 
scars, both literal and fig- 
urative. 

In one case, a woman was 
desperate to learn to bike so 
she could keep up with her 
outdoorsy husband. She was 
in great shape physically but 
her memories of learning to 
ride were semi-traumatic be- 
cause of an incident with her 
dad as a kid, the instructor 
recalls. 

“He didn’t have the pa- 
tience,” Carmona said. “He 
told her she’d never learn, to 
give up and buy a car.” 

So Carmona took the op- 
posite approach: he worked 
with her, persistently, once a 
week for six months — first 
focusing balancing, then rid- 
ing short distances, and even- 
tually cruising around the

Dubbed IVA suits (one 
must love acronyms to love 
space), the orange getups are 
what astronauts wear while 
inside the shuttle. 

The safety suits, which 
were adopted after the Chal- 
lenger disaster, can be pres- 
surized in the event of an 
emergency — but the cur- 
rent design is in need of 
a makeover, according to 
Southern. 

“The old NASA suits 
are heavy and expensive 
and don’t work that well,” 
he said. “We see an oppor- 
tunity in this field.” 

NASA’s IVA suits cost 
around $250,000. The duo, 
who are working under the 
name Final Frontier Designs, 
hope theirs will go for about 
a fifth of that figure. 

And the savings won’t stop 
there, Southern claims. 

“Our suit weighs under 
15 pounds, while the cur- 


length of the entire 3.35- 
mile Prospect Park road- 
way, he said. 

According to researchers, 
only three percent of Amer- 
icans say the main reason 
they don’t regularly ride bi- 
cycles in the summer is be- 
cause they don’t know how 
— and in cycling-obsessed 
Brooklyn, finding an adult 
who can’t ride is like find- 
ing a two-headed bike hel- 
met. 

One of Carmona’s cli- 
ents had managed to make 
it through living in the bor- 
ough without biking, but she 
didn’t want to be the only 
two-wheel challenged girl 
in her college town. 

Problem was, she had 
long ago smashed into a 
fence while learning to ride, 
wounding her face and her 
confidence. 

To bust through those 
memories, Carmona pumped 
her full of positive reinforce- 
ment. 

“You control the bike! 
You are the bike’s brain!” 
he’d shout — and her fear 
faded. 

Most of his students, who 
pay $25 per hour for lessons, 
prefer to learn on low-rid- 
ing bikes, such as fold-ups 
or BMXs, before moving to 
taller ones. 

He never uses training 
wheels, nor does he try the 
“I won’t let go” trick — 
used by sneaky parents ev- 
erywhere — saying he pre- 


rent NASA suit is about 30 
pounds — which in a flight 
of a bunch of people could 
add up to over $500,000 
savings in terms of fuel,” 
he said. 

The Final Frontier De- 
signs suit will be suitable 
for travel into the upper lim- 
its of the low Earth orbit, 
somewhere around 1,200 
miles into the heavens. 

Southern and Moiseev are 
banking on an anticipated 
boom in the next few years in 
the commercial spaceflight 
industry, where such suits 
will be mandated. 

Eager outer space explor- 
ers can donate to their fund- 
raising campaign through 
July 15 — and those will- 
ing to shell out more than 
$10,000 can take home their 
own custom-built space- 
suit. 

Southern admits that it 
might make more sense to 
design spacesuits in Cape 


fers to let students find their 
own sense of gravity. 

But he does use mind 
games to help students for- 
get they’re scared. 

“I’ll say, ‘Tell me about 
your husband.’ They start 
talking and all of a sudden 
they’ve ridden around the 
park and they don’t even 
realize it,” said Carmona, 
who works part-time Dix- 
on’s Bicycle Shop, has the 
word “Brooklyn” tattooed on 
his upper arm, and is prone to 
passionate rants about obey- 
ing road rules. 

Carmona has no website 
or storefront and relies in- 
stead on word of mouth and 
a stack of business cards to 
find customers, which also 
include children in Park 
Slope. 

A spokeswoman for the 
bike advocacy group League 
of American Cyclists, Caro- 
lyn Szczepanski, said Car- 
mona isn’t the only adult-fo- 
cused bike instructor in the 
country — but his approach 
is unconventional. 

Many teachers take “li- 
censed cycling instructor” 
courses, then register with 
the agency for credibility, 
although it’s not required, 
she said. 

“Some people choose to 
take seminars; others build 
name recognition in their 
community,” she said. 

For now, Carmona is 
happy with simple street 
cred. 

“I always wanted to be a 
teacher and I’ve always loved 
bikes,” he said. “So this is 
kind of perfect.” 


Canaveral or the Silicon Val- 
ley — but he says there’s 
no place he’d rather be than 
Brooklyn. 

“When I tell people I make 
spacesuits they think I’m ly- 
ing,” said Southern. “New 
York in general doesn’t have 
a very big aerospace indus- 
try, so we end up going to 
Houston and Palo Alto and 
Florida. But it is the center 
of the world, so it’s hard to 
beat being here.” 

Even in Gowanus, where 
creative craftsmen are mak- 
ing everything from cutting- 
edge art to homemade beer, 
the locals are surprised that 
space engineers are toiling in 
the lofts around them. 

“That’s probably at the 
more extreme end of people 
doing stuff down here, but 
that’s awesome,” said Scott 
Albrecht, a woodworker and 
painter who was burning 
wood planks near the build- 
ing that houses Final Fron- 
tier Designs. “Then again, 
for Gowanus, that kind of 
makes sense.” 


I have mostly kept my 
kids in summer camp 
in the years since I have 
been out of full-time work, 
the same way I did when it 
was a necessity for child- 
care. But this year I have 
signed them up for just two 
weeks of sleep -away camp 
in August. My goal is to 
forge new bonds with my 
boys by figuring them out 
and letting them figure me 
out — warts and all. 

Of course, it is so easier 
to plan them senseless all 
summer long to keep my 
sanity, and believe me, I 
was tempted to do so. But 
then I remembered: I quit 
my job and haven’t got- 
ten another not just be- 
cause the world of jour- 
nalism imploded, not just 
because my husband can 
support us, but because I 
really want to understand 
what’s going on with my 
kids so that I may be of 
some small use to them 
in their lives. And that’s 
a hefty load. Parenting is 
not just the time spent with 
the kids, it is also about 
building one’s confidence 
enough so that when the 
time to step to the plate 
arises, you are ready. 

But summer has always 
been a crucial season for 
me to gather my wits and 
fuel up for the big game. 
I’ve usually tried to relax 
again and take things slow 
during the break between 
school years. It’s about ac- 
tually maybe being bored 
and figuring what might 
float your boat, what it is 
you actually want to do. 
Even if you work full time, 
the days stretch long into 
night and there is far more 
opportunity to find things 
that are pure fun. 

Computer screens loom 
large in our lives these 
days. But there must be 
other things that scintil- 


late us outside of watch- 
ing the stories other people 
have written or playing the 
games they have invented to 
test our skills. It’s important 
to find more active things 
where our minds and bodies 
are fully engaged, and not 
just because a teacher or a 
counselor makes us. 

I am nervous as I stare at 
the clock and imagine the 
hours ticking by slowly, as 
I hear the computers going 
upstairs and imagine my 
newly woken progeny en- 
gaged with them (instead 
of me?). What will we do 
today? 

The first day off, we 
went to lunch with friends 
and spent the bulk of the 
day in the park, wandering. 
Oscar found every possible 
treat along the way and I 
joked that he could start his 
own camp, the “Sugar Tour 
of Prospect Park.” I’m sure 
he’d get lots of takers. 

There were many fights, 
as Eli bullied Oscar and Os- 
car bullied right back. It 
made me nervous for the 
long days ahead in Long Is- 
land, for our vacation to the 
Pacific Northwest. I didn’t 
quit my job to yell at my 
kids, I don’t stay home so 
that I can lecture, lecture, 
lecture. 

Or did I? Hmm. 

I realize that being 
with the boys fulltime, I 
am forced to see what their 
instincts compel them to 
do, how they react to me, 
to each other, and to the 
world at large. In seeing 
those instincts, I am forced 


to tell them what I think, how 
I might wish for them to un- 
derstand their actions bet- 
ter and take responsibil- 


ity for them. This summer, 
when their tired teachers 
get a much-needed break, I 
am their teacher, and when 
things go wrong there will 
be no one to blame but me 
and my husband.

much larger Nathan’s Famous 
International Hot Dog Eat- 
ing Competition in Coney Is- 
land — then quietly reduced 
the Japanese athlete’s num- 
ber to 58.5 HDBs. 

Authorities from the ar- 
chive of human achievement 
RecordSetter.com admit- 
ted they made a major mis- 
count at Kobayashi’s event, 
held at the pizzeria Roberta’s 
and sponsored by the hip hot 
dog shop Crif Dogs.

his score to 68.5 HDBs — 
giving the six-time Nathan’s 
champ a slight edge over his 
rival from San Jose, Calif. 

After getting that extra 
half-dog, Kobayashi leapt 
on the table, flexed his mus- 
cles, and pulled up his shirt to 
show his bulging belly. 

But his excitement was 
short-lived — RecordSet- 
ter corrected the count about 
three hours later. The orga- 
nization did not respond to 
requests for comment. 

Kobayashi, who also could 
not be reached before dead- 
line, told CNN that he per- 
formed better than he ex- 
pected, even considering 
the updated count. 

“A few days priorto the con- 
test, when I was told we’d be 
using this particular hot dog, 


I knew it would be a difficult 
one,” he told the news station in 
a statement. “From the begin- 
ning, my goal was 55.” 

The hot dog setback 
comes two years after Ko- 
bayashi parted ways with 
Major League Eating, the 
organization that oversees 
the Nathan’s contest, due 
to a contract dispute. He 
was arrested in 2010 when 
he climbed onto the stage 
in Coney Island after the 
contest. 

Last year, in a one man 
eating extravaganza at a 
Manhattan rooftop lounge, 
Kobayashi established a 
contested world record of 
69 HDBs, though an anal- 
ysis by this newspaper re- 
vealed that he had only con- 
sumed 65 HDBs.

King manager bested the 40

Exercising Smart When the 
Thermometer Goes Way Up

I f your hopes are high for exercising in the 
summer sun, chances are that the tem- 
perature will be equally elevated. In the 
summer months in New York City, when 
the thermometer regularly goes above 90 
degrees Fahrenheit, it is crucial to be aware 
of the heat and the added stress it puts on 
your heart. 

To maintain normal bodily functions, your 
core body temperature must stay within 
a narrow range. Though it can vary from 
person to person, the temperature at which 
a healthy body functions best is generally 
about 98.6 degrees Fahrenheit. When the 
air temperature is on the rise, the body 
automatically reacts to keep its own tem- 
perature from rising with it. Usually, it com- 
pensates by producing more sweat, which 
cools the skin as it evaporates. Flowever, in 
high humidity, the moisture in the air makes 
it more difficult to sweat, and the onus of 
keeping the body cool falls squarely on the 
heart, instead. 

To keep your body temperature down in 
the high heat, your heart rate increases to 
pump more blood to your skin, which in 
turn keeps you cooler. Flowever, without 
taking adequate steps to support your 
heart in this task, your body may lose the 
ability to properly regulate its temperature. 
This could result in rising body temperature, 
rapid pulse, difficulty breathing, confusion, 
and even hallucinations. These symptoms 
are indicative of heat stroke, a potentially 
fatal condition that can occur when your 


body's cooling mechanisms are impaired. 

Dozens of Americans die each year as a 
result of inadequate preparation for strenu- 
ous exercise in the sun, so if you find your- 
self experiencing the symptoms described 
above, you need to act quickly. Call 911 
right away, and begin cooling down as fast 
as possible. Move to a cool place, spray or 
sponge yourself with water, and take a cool 
shower if possible. Make sure someone is 
with you at all times while you're waiting 
for medical attention. 

Despite the drawbacks, if you're plan- 
ning a workout in the heat, there are many 
steps you can take to minimize the risks to 
your heart. As the weather gets warmer 
- or as you move from indoor exercise to 
outdoor exercise - you should tone down 
your workout regimen until your body ac- 
climates to the heat, generally a week or 
two. While you should always stay well hy- 
drated during any workout, the increased 
perspiration from outdoor exercise can 
cause rapid depletion of vital salts in your 
blood, which can cause irregular heartbeat. 
Non-carbonated sports drinks such as Ga- 
torade and Powerade contain high levels of 
sodium that can help replace these salts, 
and eating snacks such as nuts and crack- 
ers beforehand is another solution. 

If you're planning on exercising in hot 
weather, be smart. Taking the proper steps 
to account for the heat will ensure a sum- 
mer of workout fun in the sun.

Classified ads are intended 
to help people by facilitat- 
ing communication and 
advertising available ser- 
vices; however, some of 
the hotlines & service num- 
bers in classifieds actually 
hurt the people who rely on 
them by cheating them of 
their hard-earned dollars. 
“Most newspapers print a 
disclaimer in their classified 
ad section to warn readers 
about numbers that are a 
direct line to trouble. Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial- 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu- 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be- 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa- 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party.”
